Outlook Better 


Population Growth Prospects For 
Canada IWorr Favorable 
Than U.S. 

NEW YORK. — The outlook for 
continued population growth by nat¬ 
ural increase is far brighter for 
Canada thfth for the United States, 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
statistics show. 

Based on birth records of the two 
countries, the statistics indicate that 
in the years 1940-1942, Canada’s 
population grew at the rate of 27 per 
cent, per generation while the United 
States rate was just a little more 
than requirements for a stationary 
population.

OTTAWA. — Farmers are paying j 
more for commodities, services and' 
living costs, the Dominion Bureau of ] 
Statistics said. A composite index 
covering these costs to farmers rose 
three points to 141.6 between April 
and August. 

The new figure was an increase of 
5.6 per cent, over August, 1945. The 
Eastern index at 142.4 was up 3.2 
points in the April-August period 
while the Western index at 140.5 re¬ 
presented an increase of 2.9. 
j A greater variation between East

i creases over August, 1945, levels—4.9 
1 points in the East and 6.8 points in 
I the West.

NO UNEMPLOYMENT FORESEEN 
IN UNITED KINGDOM 

LONDON.—Supply Minister John 
Wilmot stated that unless the Brit¬ 
ish government “made some terrible 
mistake,” there would be no unem¬ 
ployment in this generation such as 
that which occurred between the 
First and Second Great Wars. 

Mr. Wilmot, addressing an audi¬ 
ence in his home constituency of 
Deptford, in southeast London, said 
that Britain was entering a period in 
which the only limit to consumption 
was production. He added that the 
more Britain could produce, the more 
she could, have. 

He said the answer to the problem 
of shortages was to increase output.

Discovery of what amounted to a 
little silver mine In war surpluses 
was reported by the United States 
War Assets Administration. 

Milton Hammer, WAA official, 
said the agency some time ago be¬ 
came suspicious of purchaser inter¬ 
est In surplus de-salting kit, used to 
make sea water drinkable. 

Thereupon he had the kits assayed 
by the Bureau of Standards and 
found that five ounces of silver— 
worth several dollars— could be ex¬ 
tracted from each kit. They had sold 
for as little as five cents each. 

Hammer related the "sliver rush" 
sttiry to the House surplus property 
committee. 

Prospective purchasers, he said, 
proceeded In their negotiations with 
WAA for thousands of the kits on 
a theory that the agency did not 
know the silver could be removed. 

Not one prospective purchaser told 
the agency "there is silver In them 
there kits,” he said. One purchaser 
said he wanted the kits because of 
the pretty little bags they were put 
up In.

But Colonisers Of Moon Would Havo 
To Breathe Artificial Air 

I In 100 years' time, Instead of "go 
west, young man," It may be "go up, 
young man.” 

Hager young scientists belonging 
to the British Interplanetary society 
claim that colonization of the moon 
is not beyond the bounds of possibil¬ 
ity. 

They say they are confident a 
spaceship will reach the moon with* 
in the next 20 or 30 years. After 
that—well, almost anything Is pos¬ 
sible. But of one thing they are cer¬ 
tain: colonizers of the moon will 
breathe artificially. They are satisfied 
there Is no air there. 

"It Is quite possible to land on the 
moon,” said L. J. Carter, secretary 
of the society, "but special precau¬ 
tions will be necessary because there 
Is no air, no water and no erosion. 
And there are craters so vast that 
when viewed from one side the other 
side would be below the horizon." 

Mr. Carter said there was prob¬ 
ably no life on the moon—as we 
know It. He did not discount the pos¬ 
sibility that creatures living on 
something "other than air” might 
exist. 

Members of the Interplanetary so¬ 
ciety work In their spare time and 
without laboratories to gain more 
knowledge of lunar condition! and of 
the possibility of travel between the 
planets. 

Some scientists have tied down 
moon travel to a few years hence, 
but the society Is not so optimistic 
as that. 

"Although we can say that re¬ 
search is coming along very, very 
rapidly, it may be 20 or 30 years be¬ 
fore a spaceship can reach the 
moon,” Mr. Carter said. "Any one of 
our members would willingly risk his 
life on the first trial trip.”

Whitewash Is Sanitary 


Should Be Applied To All Winter 
Quarters Of Farm Animals 

Soon the farm animals and the 
poultry will have to go into winter 
quarters. If the buildings are clean 
and sanitary the livestock can be 
more easily kept in good health and 
with good health they will work bet¬ 
ter or produce more. 

It is not a big job to put the 
buildings in a sanitary condition; 
whitewashing will do. The surface to 
be whitewashed should be free from 
dirt or grease. Just before applying 
the whitewash dampen the surface 
so that the wash will not set too 
quickly. If a sprayer is used, in pre¬ 
ference to a brush, be sure to strain 
the whitewash through two or three 
layers of cheesecloth. A good disin¬ 
fectant whitewash can be made by 
adding one or two ounces of carbolic 
acid to each gallon of whitewash. 

Good recipes on how to mix white¬ 
wash of different kinds may be ob¬ 
tained by writing to Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 
These recipes include ordinary white¬ 
wash, interior whitewash, exterior 
weatherproof whitewash, simple cold 
water paint, weatherproof cold water 
paint, and washable cold water 
paint.

Again Reduces

The decriefe hf the presidium of the 
, aupremo Soviet, coming on the day 
the United Nations general assembly 
was opening in New York, emphasiz¬ 
ed again the words of Prime Minister 
Stalin to a British correspondent a 
month ago that he saw no real dan¬ 
ger of a new war. 

It alsfi emphasized the drive which 
Russia is making to put manpower 
back Into industrial and agricultural 
production programs of the five-year 
plan, and the 56,000,000,000 ruble 
($10,000,000,000) cut In the Russian 
defence budget for next year. 

The decree said "older ages of 
soldiers and non-commissioned offic¬ 
ers of land troops" would be sent 
home from the army In the period 
from Nov. 1 to Jan. 1. it did not say 
what age groups were going back to 
civilian life. It does not affect officers 
or men of the air force or navy. 

Until now Russian demobilization 
orders have listed 29 age groups. 
There has hardly been a period, how¬ 
ever, since the first of the four de¬ 
mobilization orders and now that men 
have not been leaving the army. 

In view of the greatly reduced ex¬ 
penditure for defence, observers be¬ 
lieve that this Is not the last such 
order. * 

Although the latest order came on 
the day of the meeting of the Unit¬ 
ed Nations' general assembly, observ¬ 
ers believed this may have been only 
a coincidence inasmuch as demobiliz¬ 
ation appears to be following an over¬ 
all pattern of getting men back into 
the thousands of jobs where they are 
desperately needed. 

MORE SUITS 

Are Expected Soon Hue To Lifting 
Of Priorities For Soldiers 

OTTAWA.—A prices board spokes¬ 
man said that with clothing prior¬ 
ities for veterans being dropped at 
the month-end the ordinary civilian 
should be able to shop successfully 
for a suit in time for the Christmas 
holidays. 

Dropping of the priorities means 
that some hundreds of thousands of 
suits upon which discharged service¬ 
men had first call soon will be avail¬ 
able on the open market. 

Due to textile shortages, men’s 
shops have been kept on strict quota 
on Mint* and replacements to fill suits 
sold from those quotas could be ob¬ 
tained only by the merchant turning 
back a serviceman’s priority certifi¬ 
cate. 

This system had resulted in shops 
confining their sales almost exclusive¬ 
ly to veterans in order to keep en¬ 
ough stock on hand to continue bus¬ 
iness. Textiles still are in short sup¬ 
ply but the stocks being produced 
will go on the open market next 
month instead of being reserved for 
priority holders.

Ernest Bevin 
Outlines British 
Foreign Policy 


LONDON. — Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin in a two-day debate in 
the House of Commons enunciated 
British policy on world trouble areas ! 
in these words: 

Greece—"We will not desert Greece j 
—we shall take the British troops! 
out of Greece as early as we can.” ! 

Iran—“We have given definite or¬ 
ders that there is to be no interfer¬ 
ence with the government itself.” 

Indonesia—“British troops will be 
out of Indonesia by Nov. 30.” 

Japan—“The task ahead is to in -1 
sure that the Japanese have neither 
resources nor desire to tread the 
path of aggression again.” 

Middle East — “The government 
will respect, sustain and develop the 
independence” of the peoples of the 
Middle East—“not only the Arab 
countries.” 

Egypt—Negotiations are underway 
for a new treaty “founded on the 
identity of interests and principles of 
partnership and mutual responsibil¬ 
ity.” 

Dardanelles—Britain will insist on 
sovereignty of Turkey and the “in¬ 
terests of other powers concerned 
outside the Black Sea area.” 

Italy—“We are looking to renew- 
I ing relations on a most cordial basis 
I with a new democratic Italy.” 


Contract With Canada Does Not Fill 
Requirements Of Britain 

EDMONTON.—Sir Alexander Clut- 
terbuck, United Kingdom high com¬ 
missioner to Canada, in an interview 
said Britain's wheat requirements 
this year and again In 1948 will be 
about 220,000,000 bushels a year, or 
60,000,000 more each year than is 
provided for under the Canadian 
contract. , 

In regard to the Canadian wheat 
contract providing for a minimum 
of 160,000,000 bushels a year, Sir 
Alexander said that Britain would 
need more than this amount for home 
consumption. Not only had she to 
take care of its home demands, but 
supplies also had to be furnished for 
j the European occupation zone In Ger¬ 
many. 

Britain, he said, had done much 
better than had been expected in 
making trade recovery in the first 
post-war year, and there was every 
reason for confidence that the coun¬ 
try would “break even next year.” 

He explained that by “breaking 
even” he meant the time when ex¬ 
ports were sufficiently high to pay 
for the goods which the country im¬ 
ported. 


TERRORISTS BUSY 


Threaten Death To Soldiers In 
Palestine Who Carry A Gun 

JERUSALEM. — Agents of the 
Stern gang, Jewish underground or-, 
ganization, posted leaflets through-! 
out Tel Aviv threatening death to 
"every soldier carrying or wearing 
a gun in Palestine.” 

The posters also warned of other 
measures “to combat our British en¬ 
emies.” 

The Tel Aviv warnings were post¬ 
ed several hours after the 300-ton 
schooner Fenice, carrying 800 Jewish 
immigrants lacking permits to enter 
Palestine, hove to outside Haifa har¬ 
bor and received a boarding party 
from the British minesweeper Moon. 

The arrival of the ship was the 
chief topic of conversation in Haifa 
and rumors were current in official 
circles that the 800 immigrants 
would be transferred to a deporta¬ 
tion ship and would sail for Cyprus, 
where the deportees would be intern¬ 
ed. 


United States 
Price Problems 
Felt In Canada 

OTTAWA.—Price troubles in the 
i United States continue to be a major 
j worry to Canadian officials concerned 
with keeping prices down. 

The fact that top American offic¬ 
ials see an early end to price and 
I wage control in that country adds 
complications to the Canadian situa- 
tion. Policies of the two countries 
i differ basically in that Canada has 
• followed a blanket price ceiling plan 
) while the United States has used 
: selective ceilings. 

| Under the Canadian decontrol plan, 
a large number of goods regarded 
j by the prices board as non-essential 
j or bearing only a minor role in the 
cost of living have been freed of 
i price ceilings, but the great majority 
! of goods still are under control. 

! Recent action in Washington tak¬ 
ing the ceiling off meats is expected 
to herald an early end to controls in 
the United States with a few excep¬ 
tions. Already such foods as dairy 
products, poultry and wheat are 
without ceilings. 

So far there has been no indication 
of early action to lift ceilings on 
Canadian foods, with the exception 
of some luxury goods. 

Main complication from the Canad¬ 
ian angle arises when American 
prices go up on goods which Canada 
normally imports from the United 
States. That creates a situation which 
means higher prices in Canada or 
holding down of prices by govern¬ 
ment subsidies—and present policy is 
to try to reduce subsidies rather 
than create new ones. 

Canadian wage control regulations 
are likely to be lifted early in the 
new year but general expectations 
are that it will be at least well to¬ 
ward the end of 1947 before there 
is removal of price control, though 
there may be some easing off through 
a continuance of the gradual decon¬ 
trol policy before then. 


MAY GO ON TRIAL.—A top- 
level U.S. prosecution officer has 
revealed that the British Labor 
government has decided to take a 
vigorous stand in favor of the trials 
of German industrial leaders as war 
criminals. This step, he said, is due 
to the pressure of British public 
opinion, which has reacted strongly 
against the acquittal of three de¬ 
fendants by the war crimes tribunal. 
In consequence, it is believed that 
Alfred Krupp von Bohlen und Hal-1 
bach, 43, above, who succeeded as 
head of the Krupp arms industry, 
will go on trial before next spring, j

MOSCOW.—The all-union sports 
committee has announced it has ap- 
. proved schedules for hockey play 
j this year in its two leagues—one 
using the Canadian style with six 
players on a team and the other fav¬ 
oring the Russian style with 11 play¬ 
ers. 

Canadian league play will start in 
December and last through February 
with 12 teams split into three groups. 
Teams are from Leningrad, Moscow, 
White Russia, Latvia, Estonia, Lith¬ 
uania, and the Ukraine. 

The Russian league will have its 
play-off in Moscow in February as 
usual with eight leading teams fight¬ 
ing it out in an elimination tourna¬ 
ment. Women also will participate in 
Russian-style hockey.

I and a staff of 13 American teachers. 

The combined elementary and high 
J school was opened Oct. 14 with an 
enrollment of 175, including several 
French, Belgian and Danish children 
of embassy personnel. Most of the 
students, however, are young Ameri¬ 
cans whose parents are living in the 
German capital. 

Dr. Boyne and his staff took over 
the slightly bomb-damaged Gertrau- 
den school. Before it became a bar¬ 
racks for the soldiers of three na¬ 
tions, the Gertrauden school was 
successively a private girls’ high 
school, an air raid shelter and a hos¬ 
pital. 

Boyne said his faculty was as¬ 
sembled from such widely separated 
cities as Macon, Ga., and Bellingham, 
Wash., and that it is “better than 
most of those back home.” 

The American staff has been aug¬ 
mented by four German assistants 
who will specialize in teaching Ger¬ 
man to students of all grades. 

SELLS BIG HOME 

Lord Halifax Plans To Turn Stables

DONCASTER, Yorks, England.— 
Lord Halifax, former British ambas¬ 
sador to the United States, announc¬ 
ed he had sold Hickleton Hall, his 
big Yorkshire home near here, and 
planned to move into his stables.

World Saved 
From Anarchy 
Through U.N. 


MONTREAL. — Existence of the 
United Nations, during the critical 
post-war period, has had the effect 
"of saving humanity from world an¬ 
archy,” Sumner Welles, former un¬ 
dersecretary of state for the United 
States, said here. 

The fact that the security council 
of the United Nations existed, and 
that its authority was recoginzed in 
practice, made it possible for such 
grave disputes «is those involved in 
the case of Iran, Spain and Greece 
either to be solved or at least to be 
led into channels where a just and 
pacific solution could still be found, 
he said. 

“The United Nations must be 
strengthened and improved but this 
must be done on practical grounds 
rather than by advocating the im¬ 
mediate formation of a system of 
world government.” 

Russia has already expreAed her 
opposition to world government, Mr. 
Welles recalled, and the United 
States would likely feel reluctant to 
support it. 

Establishment of a just peace 
would more likely be realized if the 
lesser powers among the United Na¬ 
tions were afforded a far greater op¬ 
portunity of shaping the decisions 
reached than that they had yet been 
accorded. 

"A majority of the lesser powers 
have had no individual axe to grind. 
They are motivated solely by an 
overwhelming desire to see the con¬ 
clusion of a peace that can last.” 

The compromises at the peace con¬ 
ference at Paris on Trieste, Italian 
colonies, freedom of navigation on 
the Danube, the frontier between 
Italy and Yugoslavia and other issues 
could not make for the establishment 
of any lasting peace, he said. 

“These treaties represent only the 
lesser part of the peace-making 
problem. If the peace treaties with 
Germany and with Japan are to 
prove to be of the same nature ns 
those now adopted, the results will 
necessarily be even more dangerous. 

Referring to factors contributing to 
the mutual distrust of Russia and 
the western democracies, he said that 
I what is required today is the persist¬ 
ent and patient effort on the part of 
the governments of the west to find 
those fair solutions for the practical 
problems which are keeping us apart. 

“Until this cleavage has been re¬ 
paired, the nations of the west have 
no other recourse than to maintain 
their strength intact, and to preserve 
i and fortify that close and under¬ 
standing collaboration between them 
which I believe will from now on In 
any event prove to be abiding.” 

SURE OF SUCCESS 

Russia’s Foreign Minister Confident 

United Nations Will Overcome 
Difficulties 

NEW YORK.—V. M. Molotov, Rus¬ 
sian foreign minister, said he “was 
sure that the arguments of the Unit¬ 
ed Nations will be settled and diff- 
culties overcome in the interest of 
peace.” 

Molotov, smiling genially, and 
speaking through an interpreter, told 
the press in an interview aboard the 
Queen Elizabeth that “the delegation 
for the Soviet Union will work for 
the interests of peace because this 
represents their interests, too.” 

The Russian foreign minister was 
accompanied by Andrei A. Gromyko, 
delegate to the United Nations and 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky, Russia’s deputy 
foreign minister. Both Gromyko and 
Vishinsky, although they smiled 
broadly, refused to make any state¬ 
ment for the press. 

RENTAL INCREASE 

General Lifting Of Ceilings Is Seen 
During 1947 

OTTAWA.—A general “across the 
board” increase in rental ceilings is 
under consideration for some period 
in 1947, judging by a study made by 
the research division of the prices 
board, according to information ob¬ 
tained here. Regional controllers will 
still continue to deal with specific 
cases, but the research study indi¬ 
cates that wage increases and high¬ 
er adjustments of price ceilings just¬ 
ify a general raise in rental ceilings. 

A researcher of the division is 
now in Washington, making a study 
of the U.S. rental situation. Accord¬ 
ing to this information, the Canadian 
study indicates that during most of 
1947, the general rental rise should 
not exceed 10 per cent.

Wholesalers of fruits and vege¬ 
tables in the Maritime provinces and 
Quebec reported an increase of 2.5 
per cent., while those in Ontario had 
sales 7 per cent, higher than in 
August a year ago.

Limited Weight For Gifts And Food 
To Be Twenty Pounds 
' OTTAWA—The post office de¬ 
partment announced the weight lim¬ 
it for gift and food parcels addressed 
to the United Kingdom has been lift¬ 
ed from the wartime restriction of 
11 pounds to the normal maximum 
weight of 20 pounds. 

Parcels also no longer are restrict¬ 
ed to one a month and there will be 
no limit on the quantity of food in 
general or of any one foodstuff in 
particular which may be included in 
a gift parcel weighing up to the 20 - 
pound limit. 

Tho announcement said the parcels 
must be Unsolicited bona fide gifts 
and must not be imported into Brit¬ 
ain as merchandise or for sale. Each 
parcel must be clearly marked with 
I the word “gift.” 

The concessions do not apply to 
parcels containing arms and am¬ 
munition, plumage, dangerous drugs 
or other articles subject to special 
prohibition and restriction. They 
also do not relieve goods from liabil¬ 
ity of any appropriate customs duty 
or purchase tax on arrival in Britain.
